late J udge William 
Brown, 
whose funeral was held at Rockford on 
Saturday, was well and favorably known 
here 
and 
the 
remains 
were 
fol 
lowed to the grave by a majority of the 
Lee county bar. The deceased was seven­ 
ty-two years of age and was a native of 
England, 
He has been a resident of 
Rockford for the past forty-six years. 
In 
1847 he was elected a Justice of the Peace, 
which office he filled for six years, retir­ 
ing to accept the City Attorneyship. 
In 
1857 he discharged the duties of mayor of 
the city with credit and fidelity. 
Later 
he was a member of the Legislature and 
Master in Chancery. In 1870 he was elect­ 
ed Circuit Judge, and has held the office 
continuously ever since. 
He was r< gard- 
ed as one of the ablest circuit judges in 
the Slate; a man well versed in the law, 
and possessing a well balanced brain, his 
decisions were very seldom reversed by 
the supreme court. 
In relig'on the judge 
was a stanch Methodist and was a p**wer 
in the Methodist church. 
He has a fami­ 
ly of grown up children. 
One of his sons, 
Ed Brown, is an alderman at Rockford, 
and agent for the Illinois Central Com­ 
pany. 
From the Rockford Register we 
learn the following: 
The arrangements for the funeral were 
nearly all the suggestions of the judge 
himself. 
Several Sundays ago he talked 
the matter over with his family and pick­ 
ed out the lot at the West Side cemetery 
where he desired to be buried. 
He pur­ 
chased four lots just north of the grave 
of Ralph Emerson and requested that all 
of the family be buried there. 
He even 
went so far as to look at different tomb 
stones, but finally left tlie selection of the 
monument to the family. 
Iu this talk 
with the family he expressed a desire to 
have the funeral occur on a week day, 
when all the trains were runmug, so that 
his friends who live outside of the city 
would be able to attend, 
It was his wish 
to have representatives of the bar of the 
different counties of the circuit bear his 
earthly remains to their final resting place. 
Accordingly the pall-bearers were repre­ 
sentatives of the bar of Jo Daviess, White­ 
side, Lee, Ogle, Carroll and Stephenson 
counties. Judges Crabtree and Cartwright 
prec« ded the casket and William Lathrop 
and W. II. Taylor, representing the W in ­ 
nebago county bar, followed the remains. 
Albert D. Early was master of ceremonies. 
The funeral took place at the Centennial 
church at two o’clock Saturday. 
Rev. 
W. W. Leete offered a prayer and Rev. 
Fred Pirter, assisted by Dr. Vanhorne* 
conducted the former preaching the fu­ 
neral sermon.

—Under the heading “ A New South 
Carolina Statesman,” the New York Tri­ 
bune gives a history of senator elect Irby 
who beat Wade Hampton, and we collate 
from the editorial that the first product 
of the union of the Democratic party and 
the Farmers’ Alliance that has challenged 
National attention is the newly chosen 
Senator. 
Apart from the political condi­ 
tions that have produced him and the po­ 
litical sentiment he has been brought for­ 
ward to express, he is, upon other ac­ 
counts an interesting person. 
He enjoys 
the titie of “ Colonel.” Until within a 
doxen months he was known in South 
Carolina only from his record iu the courts. 
It seems that he was “ born a gentleman,” 
which, in some parts, is understood to 
give a man the right to be a blackguard 
without incurring the perils and responsi­ 
bilities usually attaching to blackguardly 
pursuits. 
This view of a gentleman’s 
privileges seems to be entertained by 
Colonel Irby, and certainly he has made 
a bold effort to live up to it. 
He touched 
the extreme point to which even the 
“ finest gentleman” could safely go. 
One 
step more and South Carolina's courts 
would have sent him to prison before 
South Carolina’s 
Legislature had 
the 
chance to send him to jbe Senate, 
It is mentioned, indeed, that the Colonel 
has recently 
reformed and joined the 
church, but the class of comments with 
which this statement is always accompa­ 
nied leaves it impossible to say how it is 
regarded by his partisans —whether ap­ 
provingly or regretfully. 
It cannot quite 


be made out whether he has been elected 
because he has reformed or in 
spite 
of that fact and 
because his friends 
are confident that he will fall from grace. 
It is accounted proof of his chivalrous 
sense of honor, fur instance, that he chal­ 
lenged a fellow student at college to a duel 
and although the story is told by some 
authorities with the circumstance includ­ 
ed that he stipulated with his second to 
draw the bullets just before, it is evident­ 
ly counted on in South Carolina as valua­ 
ble for votes. 
The peiformance at his 
native town, when he got nobly drunk

19.—A t the ripe 
old ag e of ov er 90 y ears George Bancroft, 
th e em in en t historian, died in th is city 
Saturday afternoon, and alth ou g h it had 
been for som e tim e felt by hi> 
friends, as 
w ell as the public in g eneral, that he was 
not m uch long er for this w orld, his death 
g reatly shocked tin com m unity . Since ids 
return from N ew port his health ha i been 
better than for sev eral seasons past; but 
it w as only the rally before the surrender, 
aud when death cam e it cam e suddenly , 
but peacefully , after tw enty -four hours 
of unconsciousness, 
lie took to his bed 
three day s prev ious to his death, 
but 
rather as a m atter of precaution, the 
w eather being u n u su ally cold, than any 
th in g else. 
J iis son J ohn C. w as with 
him to the hi-t. 
I m m e d iat e C ause o f Ills D eath . 
Mr. B ancroft, up to about a week ago, 
w as in fair health, w ith an excell ent appe­ 
tite and an u n im p aircd cap acity tor refresh­ 
in g sleep, but week before last he caug ht a 
slig h t cold. 
S till 
he continued to take 
outdoor exercise until J an. 
15/ w hen, as 
stated abov e, the w eather g ot too sev en 
for his usual exercise an 1 he w ent to bed. 
T w o y ears ag o he had a sev ere attack of 
sick ness w hich kept him in be» i for lour or 
fiv e w eeks, and as he w as in his s:)th y ear 
g reat apprehensions were felt fo» ai* iift*. 
H e recovered, how ev er, thoug h nev er utter 
th at w as he as stron g as he had form erly 
beet» ,

al sh all take place from St. J oh n ’s Kpisco

P ru ssia at th is tim e, as a result of the 
civ il war of the prev ious y ear w ith A ustria, 
had form ed w ith the lesser states of north 
G erm any to e N orth G erm an Confedera­ 
tion , and to it the new env oy w as also ac­ 
credited, 
Nueces» as a D ip lo m atis t. 
Mr. B ancroft at once applied him self to 
the settlem en t of an intern ational ques­ 
tion w hich for three-quarters of a century 


had been an unceasing source of discord 
betw een the U nited State* and G erm any , 
as w ell as other European powers. 
On 
Feb. 22, 1868, six m onth s after his arriv al 
at B erlin, a treaty w as concluded by him 
w ith the N orth Gorman C onfederation, 
m u tu ally recog nizing the rig ht of exp at­ 
riation and naturalization. 
T reaties to 
like effect were du rin g the en su in g su m ­ 
m er » concluded by Mr. Bancroft w ith the 
rem aining (then separate) powers of Ger­ 
m any . 
C losing Year» o f III* Career. 
H e cam e hom e in 1874, and since then 
had liv ed in tins city . Iu the abov e y ear he 
published the tenth v olum * of hi* H istory 
of the U nited States. 
In the succeeding 
y ears Mr. B ancroft dev oted him self w hol­ 
ly , in continuation of hi* g reat w ork, to 
the preparation of f li<* history of the form ­ 
ation of the con stitu tion , w hich appeared 
in tw o v olum es in the spring of 1882. 
Mr. 
B ancroft's hours of relaxation had l» een 
for m any y ears dev oted t»» the en th u siastic 
cu ltu re of lie* rose, »>f w hich his collection 
both at W ashing ton City aud /it N ew port 
surpasaes probably in num ber or v arieties 
and perfection of specim ens any oth er 
priv ate collection iu the country .

A. NOVEL CASE OF SKIN-GRAFTING. 


One H undred nnd T h irty-T w o C hicag o 
M asons C ontribute to M ake ft F ello w 
M em ber W h o le—E ach L oses A b ou t ft 
Square In ch o f H is C u ticle, 
W hich Is 
T ransferred to 
th e P a tien t's B od y— 
Sunday W ork T hat "Was W ell D one. 
Chicago , Jan. 19 .—One hundred and 
thirty-two Knight Templars belonging to 
the St. Bernard commandery of Chicago 
assembled yesterday morning at the Chi­ 
cago Emergency hospital to dedicate part 
of their cuticle to the relief of the suffer­ 
ings of a brother, Sir Knig'at J. O. Dicker­ 
son, who lay hov ering between life and 
death at the hospital. 
He has been afflict­ 
ed for some time past with carcinnone, a 
griev ous kind of cancer. 
Hospital sur­ 
geons had cut away the cancer, but left a 
deep wound on the back near the hip of 
the stricken knight. 
Skin grafting from 
lower animals had been tried, but without 
success. 
To snatch him from death 144 
square inches of human cuticle were re­ 
quired to cov er the granulated surface of 
the wound. 
T he F irst to F e el th e K nife. 
It was to supply this quantity of cuticle 
that the knights met at their asylum, 187 
Kinzie street, at 9 a. m., and marched to 
the hospital to giv e a part of themselv es 
for their afflicted contrada 
A cold frosty 
wind blew in tbeir faces as the first squad 
of sixty men walked along W ells street. 
Sir Knight F. M. Smith, of 8 Dearborn 
street, led the squad. 
He was a proud 
man yesterday. 
His was the first arm to 
feel the knife and his strip of liv ing skin 
the first to be placed on his sick brother’s 
wound. None of the knights was in uni­ 
form. 
It was felt to be a matter of life 
and death to Dickerson and all display 
was deprecated. 
P rep a ra tio n s for th e O rdeal. 
Elaborate preparations had been made 
to insure the success of the operation. Jad. 
14 a fiat was issued from the commandery 
to the men who had been chosen to sacri­ 
fice a portion of their cuticle to sav e their 
sick brother. 
The instructions told the re­ 
ceiv er that he was found physically fit to 
become one of the happy knights. 
He 
was ordered to bring his own razor and 
see that it wa*s honed and sharpened well. 
The nig ht preceding the operation he was 
to take a bath. 
Undue exercise and alco­ 
holic stim ulants were not to be indulged 
in for twenty-four hours before the ev ent­ 
ful morning* All regulations were strict­ 
ly observ ed. 
r u ttin g th e P a tien t to Sleep. 
Dr. Fenger, the chief physician of the 
Emergency hospital, had marshaled his 
force of assistants in the operating room 
on the third floor. 
8ir Knight Dickerson 
was placed on a couch on the operating ta­ 
ble. 
He looked bright and cheerful, and 
recognized his comrades as they gathered 
around him. 
Drs. Bernauer, R. L. I^eon- 
ard, T. i>. Palmer, C. S. Taylor, C. Ü. 
Strickland, W. H. Ballard and <«. F. To 
bias assisted in the operation. 
Dentist C. 
B. Plattenburg administered nitrous oxide 
gas as an anaesthetic to the patient. With­ 
out a struggle Dickerson’s head fell back­ 
ward on the couch. 
He was unconscious. 
In the meautimethe knights had taken off 
their coats and 
rolled up 
their shirt 
sleev es. 
P erform in g th e O peration. 
The strip of skin was to l>e cut from the 
left arm. Alcohol was rubinai into the 
pores to kill microbes and germs that 
m ight hav e sought a habitation in the epi­ 
dermis. 
As soon as the influence of the 
ansesthetic appeared in the patient’s con­ 
dition, Dr. Fenger called for Sir Knight 
F. 
M. 
Smith. 
He 
was 
at 
his 
el­ 
bow in a 
moment. 
His 
own razor 
flashed 
for 
a 
second 
along 
the 
Inner portion of the biceps on the leftarrn. 
Dr. Fenger seized a thin strip of skin 
about one-and-a-half inches long, and bore 
it a v ay to the unconscious knight. 
It was 
placed gently on the granulated surface 
where the cancer had flourished. 
“ Next,” 
shouted the doctor, and another knight, 
and after him another, rushed forward 
eager to offer his arm to the keen razor. 
“ Next,” “ next,” “ next,” came so rapidly 
that Dr. Bernaucr began to slice the strips 
of skin as a man cuts bacon. 
The W ay It W ill W ork. 
Finally all the raw space on the ulcer 
was cov ered and the operation was com­ 
plete. 
All the strips may not adhere to 
the granulated surface. 
The portions 
that do, howev er, will form a nucleus for 
the growth of skin ov er the whole wound. 
That which fails to grow will dry and fall 
off like the slough of a snake. Antiseptic 
bandages were wrapped carefully around 
the patched wound, and the knight was 
borne to his couch In ten days the iirst ban­ 
dages will be taken off and new oues put 
on. 
Not before thirty days will it Do 
known absolutely that the new cuticle 
has made itself at home on the back of Sir 
Knight Dickerson. 
Within ten days tho 
scarred arms of the sacrificial knights will 
be thoroughly healed.

So that* altho ugh the new alliance sen­ 
ato r 
has 
refo rmed and no w attends 
church regularly , it is no t unfair to co n 
« ider his past deed« , since it is in their 
light that his o wn partisans co nstrue his 
character and po int o ut his virtues They 
illustrate his high mindedne« « by the fact 
that having disputed with a tradesman, 
he did no t perso nally chastise so inferio r 
a perso n, but co mpelled a negro to do it, 
ho lding a pair o f pisto ls the while at 
their respective heads.

INDIAN MOUNDS. 


It sho uld be greatly desired by all 
tho ughtful peo ple, that the directo rs o f 
the Iio ck River Assembly gro unds take 
special pains to preserve the so -called 
Indian mo unds which they are so fo rtu­ 
nate to have in their enclo sure. 
While 
these wo rks are iusignifieent as co mpared 
to the Serpent Mo und o f Ohio , o r the 
great Cabo kia mo und in so uthern Illi­ 
no is; and many o thers, y et 1 shall never 
fo rget the start o f suprise and feeling o f 
reverence and awe that came o ver me as 
unco nscio usly walked up to o ne o f 
tho se fo rt shaped mo unds last summer 
(no t previo usly kno wing o f their ex ­ 
istence) while visiting 
the 
Assembly . 
Standing o n the gro und o wned (by right 
o f po ssessio n at least) by so me prehisto ric 
race that we o f to -day kno w abso lutely 
no thing, is as wo nderful to many o f us as 
wo uld be a visit to the Cataco mbs o f 
Egy pt o r the cliff dwellers o f New Mex ico . 
These are Indian Mo unds in name o nly . 
Do ubtless skelleto ns o f Indians and war 
like weapo ns, useful and 
o rnamental 
utensils, are buried there; but the Indians 
rtever built a mo und. 
Their ideas o f de­ 
fense and o ffense, o f burial and religio us 
rights were o nly o f the skulking,do dging 
and po wpo w nature. They never labo red 
to build a mo und, fo rt o r funeral py re. 
Histo ry teaches its that these mo unds 
were built mo re than a tho usand, ¡ter 
haps many tho usand y ears ago by so me 
No mad o r Aztec race; lo ng befo re the 
Indians came, and my stery surro unds 
them because o f o ur want o f kno wledge. 
Deep in these mo unds belo w the remains 
o f Indian skelleto ns are usually fo und the 
dust o f bo dies o f a peo ple o f different 
mo des o f life, using different kinds o f 
warlike weapo ns and do mestic utensels 
made o f co pper in its native state, never 
allo y ed, o r cast, and sho wing specks o f 
silver, which co me fro m Lake Superio r 
o nly . 
These wo rks in the Assembly 
gro unds have mo re the appearance o f 
fo rts than a burial gro und and that the 
co nstructio n o f them was such as to enable 
the defenders to guard against attack fro m 
river o r land. 
The cultivated field to the 
no rth no w laid o ut in drives and building 
lo ts may have and pro bably did destro y 
mo re o f these ancient wo rks 
but it is 
ertainly to be ho ped that tho se remain- 
ng will be carefully preserved until at 
least, so me archaeo lo gist shall have a 
chance to intelligently dissect them. 
At Kahokia iu this state the mound is 
500 fe e t wide,|700jfeet long and ninety feet 
ugh. 
The top is level ami contains an 
rea of ab out five acres. 
This is the 
argest mound in the United States and 
lately had a narrow escape from b eing 
used as b allast on a railway. 
The revised statues of Ohio contain a 
supplementary section b y which all lands 
in the state of Ohio, on which are any 
prehistoric earthworks which have b een 
or may b e purchased b v any person for 
the purpose of preservation which are 


d e d ic a te d to the pub lic shall b e exempt 
from taxation and are protected 
from 
injury. 
Such a law should b e passed in 
this state 
While the works here art* not 
great, they are 
suggestive, 
a n d 
the 
dreamer at once finds himself among, not 
a forgotten,‘¿hut an unknown people; and 
fancy se e s groups of merry childrt n run 
nlng through these glades and young 
men 
hand 
in 
hand
